Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 2 is objected to because of the following informalities: at line 3, "strips" 
should be -bands-. Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

3. Claims 1-6 and 7-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
French reference #2,824,570 to Yvon. Yvon discloses a stabilized earth structure 
including main stabilizing bands 4 and second stabilizing members 3 which are 
connected to the facing and extend shorter than the main stabilizing strips. 

Response to Arguments
